(By Wireless to Moscow), Sept. 21. 
—The Soviet Arctic camp today had 
drifted 240 miles from its starting 
point near the North Pole, just four 
months ago. The ice field base has 
followed the whims of Arctic winds 
and currents on a meandering 
course. In the last 20 days it has 
drifted 70 miles.

The alleged 
misappropriation of funds took 
place early in 1936.

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MESSAGE PRECEDED 
STATE POLICE ORDER 


County Official Says He 
Acted After Receiving 
Word Miners Planned 
March to Strike Scene. 


By the Associated Press. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., Sept. 21. — 
Sheriff Michael J. Boyle of Cambria 
County testified at a National Labor 
Relations Board hearing today that 
he asked Gov. George H. Earle for 
“additional aid” preceding the Gov- 
ernor’s order setting up State po- 
lice control in the Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation strike last June. 

He said he wrote the telegram in 
the company’s offices on his own 
initiative after receiving reports 
that several thousand coal miners 
were going to march to a mass 
meeting in Johnstown to support 
the strike. 

Boyle testified that he was asked 
by General Manager Raymond C. 
Ellicott of the steel company to 
“come to the general offices of the 
Cambria plant” after the miners’ 
march was reported. 

“T announced I proposed to wire 
the Governor for additional aid to 
handle the situation,” he said. “Ray 
Ellicott handed me a pad and I 
proceeded to write; We read it over 
together and made a few small 
changes. Suggestions were made by 
the others.” 

The Sheriff said he then followed 
the suggestion of former State Sen- 
ator Herman Baumer that he tele- 
phone the Governor direct. 

Official’s Testimony. 

The hearing is on charges that 
the steel company interfered with 
the rights of workers. Secretary of 
Labor and Industry Ralph UM. 
Bashore, testified yesterday. 

Bashore said the three major 
points brought up at a conference 
between him and Sidney D. Evans, 
a company superintendent, were 
quartering of employes in the plant, 
going to employes to get them back 
to work under guarantee of pro- 
tection and strikers’ calling at the 
homes of non-strikers. 

“One of the complaints,” he said, 
“that we received both at Harris- 
burg and after we got here was that 
the company was protecting men 
if they went back to work.” At- 
torney Hoyt A. Moore, Bethlehem 
counsel, interjected: 

“Was there anything said about 
the strikers intimidating non-strik- 
ers or threatening them?”

LACK OF FUNDS 
HAMPERS STUDY 
OF ENCEPHALITIS 


$15,000 to $20,000 Needed 
by Washington U. Med- 
ical School to Begin Ade- 
quate Inquiry. 


OUTSTANDING WORK 
IN FIRST EPIDEMIC 


St. Louis Donations Prob- 
ably Would Insure Aid of 
Some National Philan- 
thropic Agency. 


To begin an adequate study of 
methods of controlling encephalitis 
would cost between $15,000 and 
$20,000, funds which are not now 
available at the Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, it was 
announced today. The money is 
needed for hiring additional labora- 
tory assistants to conduct tests and 
for purchasing materials and 
animals. 

“If St. Louis shows that this 
amount can be raised by popular 
contribution, it is reasonably cer- 
tain that some of the large founda- 
tions or other national philan- 
thropic agencies could be persuaded 
to come to our assistance with suf- 
ficient funds to complete the 
studies,” the university announce- 
ment stated. 

“Here is an opportunity for the 
community, at a small investment, 
to make possible the acquisition of 
invaluable scientific information 
concerning a disease that is unfor- 
tunately peculiarly identified with 
St. Louis,” Dr. Howard A. McCor- 
dock, professor of pathology, said. 

Work Well Begun. 

“The outstanding work done dur- 
‘ing the first epidemic when the dis- 
ease was new is something for St. 
Louis to glory in, but it is the slow, 
consistent scientific work over a 
long period of time, when the con- 
fusion of an epidemic has passed, 
that will finally supply us with the 
weapons to control the disease and 
in the end to banish it.” 

The current sleeping sickness out- 
break is complicated by the simul- 
taneous occurrence of an infantile 
paralysis outbreak, Dr. McCordock 
pointed out. The problem of dis- 
tinguishing mild cases of infantile 
paralysis from sleeping sickness 
“needs immediate attention if any 
scientific value it to be derived not 
only for the local community but 
for mankind at large,” he asserted. 

“Another problem that must be 
handled at once is the collection of 
blood from human encephalitis pa- 
tients so that scientists may have 
material to work with when the 
epidemic wanes. No adequate 
scientific studies have ever been 
made on methods of treatment of 
either encephalitis or ‘polio’ (infan- 
tile paralysis) by using monkeys as 
experimental animals. 

“While it is true that some tests 
can be made on encephalitis with 
mice, any attempts to study either 
the treatment of this disease or of 
‘polio’ or to differentiate ‘polio” 
from encephalitis in the case of 
children can only be done with 
monkeys.” 

Qualified Research Staff. 

Asserting that the research staff 
is well qualified to make _ these 
studies, Dr. McCordock pointed out 
that an intensive study of infantile 
paralysis was carried on in one de- 
partment for several years, recent 
discoveries have been made in an- 
other laboratory regarding the 
virus nature of trachoma and in a 
third department the St. Louis en- 
cephalitis virus has been cultured 
and worked with since 1933. 

“Even though ample facilities ex- 
ist for the proper scientific studies 
of these problems that so vitally 
concern the community no ade- 
quate use can be made of them be- 
cause of the lack of sufficient funds 
to carry on such experiments,” he 
declared. “Monkeys are expensive 
but cannot be replaced by any oth- 
er experimental animal in the in- 
vestigation of infantile paralysis. 
A special attendant must care for 
them. The salaries of a few tech 
nical assistants must also be pro- 
vided for.”

Raymond Joseph Ordered Held for

Mrs. Joseph Thomas, whose hus- 
band manages the 1312 Chouteau 
rooming house for Joseph, testified 
that Durbin, while visiting a rela- 
tive there Saturday night, tried to 
go upstairs with the expressed in- 
tention of forcing his way into her 
husband’s room. She said Durbin 
shouted curses. Thomas testified 
he was not acquainted with Durbin 
and was at a loss to account for 
the latter’s reported threats. 

Floyd Durbin, brother of Virgil, 
said they had been drinking at the 
rooming house and he and his 
brother left at Joseph’s request. 
Virgil insisted on returning, his 
brother said. Two shots were fired 
from an upper window of the room- 
ing house as they approached, and 
several minutes later Joseph ran 
out with a pistol and shot Virgil, 
Durbin stated.

“SUITE a contrast between the 
armored cruiser of the mod- 
ern gridiron, and the unprotected 
player who battled his way down 
the ficld 40 years ago. 


It brings to mind a gridiron 
picture we once viewed in 1890. 
The battle ground was Spring- 
field, Mass.; the teams were Yale 
and Harvard, meeting in the an- 
nual battle on a neutral field; 
the day was wintry, snow stung 
the cheeks of the shivering spec- 
tators. The ground was frozen 
hard as iron. 


For armor on that day, one or 
two of the players wore a nose- 
guard—a bit of hardened rubber 
shaped to go over the beezer, 
held in place by an elastic strap 
around the forehead and with a 
drop piece of rubber which fitted 
into the mouth so that the wear- 
er could bite on it whenever con- 
tacts became too painful. 

Canvas suits, meageriy padded 
at knees and elbows and a shock 
of long hair completed the pro- 
tection of the day. 

The gladiators fought for one 
hour and one-half, in 45-minute 
continuous halves. They were 
slammed viciously to that frozen 
ground; they took the same pun- 
ishment dealt out to the gridiron 
warrior of today under severer 
conditions.

The cost of running a college 
football squad for a season, rises 
to big business levels. 

Many major universities main- 
tain squads of from 60 to 85 foot- 
ball players. Each of these must 
be equipped with a championship 
game uniform, a practice uniform, 
and a wet weather outfit. 

Get out your catalogue and 
look at the prices and learn that 
it will cost close to $150 to equip 
one player at list prices with all the 
uniforms, shoes, armor, etc., re- 
quired for his season's effort. 

Bought wholesale the price 
would be cut considerably. But 
the fact remains that each unit 
of the football squad probably 
represents a net equipment outlay 
of about $100. 

It would give the athletic as- 
sociation treasurer of a small col- 
lege an apoplectic stroke to get a 
glimpse of the Notre Dame foot- 
ball bill for equipment. 

By the time the $14,000 head 
coach and the $5000 _ assist- 
ant coaches have been paid 
and the trainers, the ground 
keepers, publicity department, 
gymnasium overhead and other 
costs taken care of, not to men- 
tion transportation, hotels and 
travel items, Siwash’s stadium 
had better be filled to overflow- 
ing—or else! 


The conduct of a_ university 
football team’s financial  af- 
fairs has passed from the realm 
of amateurism to the sphere of 
professional. And, they do say, 
one item of the expense account 
at some of our major universities 
is the softball players’ payroll.

For Equality in Pensions. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HIS letter is a protest against the 

private pension system under which 
certain favored classes receive large pen- 
sions, while the great majority must ex- 
ist in_any haphazard way until they are | 
65 or 70, when, if they are lucky, they 
may receive the sum of $30 a month. 

A real democracy is based upon the 
happiness and contentment of all its cit- 
izens, not of only a favored few. Every 
dollar paid out in any pension, whether 
Government or private, comes from all 
the people. It is taken from them either 
as a tax by the Government, a charge by 
the corporation or in the cost of any ar- 
ticle by the manufacturer. Therefore, if 
the people as a whole pay in this money, 
then the people as a whole should share 
equally its benefits as a pension. Editors, 
laborers, lawyers, rail workers, army offi- 
cers, farmers, teachers, clergy—all who 
are over 60 and without a substantial in- 
come, should receive the same Govern- 
ment pension. 

As it is now, certain persons receive 
large pensions, even though they are 
wealthy, while the rank and file over 60 
must wait five or 10 years, go on relief 
or starve, before they can get the paltry 
$30 a month. Dividends and huge sala- 
ries for a few do not make prosperity 
for all. 

The average pension or retired pay of 
the United States Army officer is $3348 
a year.

One says that lizards, spruce squirrels and pack rats 
appear to be plentiful. Another described seeming 
evidence of deer runs and human habitation in the 
forgotten past. But none told of water, and while 
Shiva’s jutting rocks are snow-covered in winter, bit- 
ing wind and burning heat would soon dry up moist- 
ure remaining after the spring thaw. There are those 
for whom the Grand Canyon holds an unbreakable 
fascination and wherever they are they will await 
full details of this expedition as they have waited on 
few things in the year’s crowded budget of news. 


eign Office is well exemplified in Brazil. 

The two southernmost states of the Bra- 
zilian Republic, Santa Catharina and Rio 
Grande do Sul, contain large settlements of 
Germans and descendants of Germans. 

These “German colonies” since long before 
the Great War, much more since the Hitler 
regime began, have been carefully nursed 
from Germany, and in many districts in the 
south and in towns such as Blumenau and 
Joinville a majority of the population un- 
dengtands nothing but German. 

Through subsidized schools administered 
by professors and teachers sent out from 
Germany and through subsidized patriotic 
societies, German national feeling has been 
sedulously fostered. A vast majority of 
Brazilian-born descendants of German colon- 
ists have always been taught and have felt 
that it is to Germany and not to Brazil that 
they owe allegiance. These conditions ex- 
isted before the World War. 

Laws have been passed that instruction in 
schools mfist be in the vernacular and not 
in German, but such laws have been disre- 
garded by many, largely because Brazilian 
education was not so good as German and in 
many districts did not exist at all. The Ger- 
man “colonists” were thrifty and hardwork- 
ing, and never considered as anything but a 
small and desirable element in the large 
ethnological melting-pot of Brazil. 

os * * 


The Hitler regime intensified German 
propaganda in Brazil, and German thought 
in Brazil began to be drilled in a manner 
which had never been known under the 
Kaiser's regime. It was natural that such in- 
tensive measures, which included spying and 
counter-espionage in the German communi- 
ties themselves, should tend to split rather 
than unite Germans in Brazil. This internal 
dissension became more marked when rela- 
tions between religious communities in 
Germany and the Hitler regime became 
strained, for in the “Germanization” of Bra- 
zilian-Germans, German pastors and priests 
(Protestants and Roman Catholic) had al- 
ways played a leading part. 

As typical of what is now happening in 
Brazil, the cases of Blumenau, in Santa 
Catharina, and Porto Alegre, the capital 
of Rio Grande do Sul, may be cited. The 
greater part of Brazilian—not merely Ger- 
man-—-youth in Blumenau is obliged to be- 
long to the Hitler Youth, Their oath of 
allegiance has to be renewed every two 
months. Periodical fetes are organized with 
Teuton thoroughness. Every year obliga- 
tory Winter Relief collections are made. Half 
the amount thus collected goes to Germany: 
the other half remains in Brazil in the hands 
of the Nazi agents, who render to the con- 
tributors no account of its destination. 

A representative of the Hitler regime was 
recently sent to Brazil with full powers. His 
mission is to control all the activities not 
only of Germans but also of Brazilians in 
the south, for Germans of the third and 
fourth generation born in Brazil are con- 
sidered Germans by the German authorities. 

The Nazi emissary in Southern Brazil is 
Herr Friedrich Thieags. He is the direct 
agent of the Nazi Party. Three other “gen- 
eral agents” have also been recently appoint- 


penses of their return journey and of .their 
stay in Germany are defrayed by the Reich. 

Young men and girls of from 16 to 18 
are also sent to Germany, where they are 
trained as Jugendfuhrer (Hitler Youth lead- 
ers) in Brazil. Copious propaganda matter 
is distributed by Herr Thiess and his sub- 
ordinates from house to house. Almost all 
the schools in the south are subsidized by 
the German Government.

Brazilians or Germans who are hostile to 
the Hitler regime or suspected of being out 
of sympathy with it are placed on a black 
list and are subject to all manner of perse- 
cution, not only socially but in their business 
dealings. 

A Brazilian bookseller of German origin, 
Carlos Wahle, who never concealed his loy- 
alty to Brazil, was eventually boycotted on 
instructions of the Nazi agents in Blumenau. 
The cure of Blumenau, Meinrad, a Fran- 
ciscan friar of German descent, was also in- 
cluded in the black list for not endorsing the 
Hitler movement and for preaching his ser- 
mons in Portuguese instead of German. 

It is openly declared in the south of Brazil 
that Germany's ambition is to have a popu- 
lation of 100,000,000, and Germans oversea 
are urged to aid the Fatherland in its ef- 
fort to increase and multiply. Prizes are 
offered for large families. But as the chil- 
dren born in Brazil, even of the most ardent 
Nazi parents, are legally Brazilian, steps 
have been taken to see that Nazi babies 
“born into this world alive” shall start life 
with a legally German status. 

German ships calling at Brazilian ports 
have orders to embark prospective mothers. 
German or of German descent, in order that 
the child may be born under the German 
flag. Young men of German origin are ex- 
horted to prefer blonde German maidens, 
and a provident regime undertakes to export 
for prospective bridegrooms the purest of 
Aryans, duly furnished with an official cer- 
tificate to that effect. Everything entering 
Blumenau by land, sea, or even by post is 
subject to the control of the Nazi agents, 
whose censorship is of the strictest.

While the Brazilian national Fascist move- 
ment, called Integralism, is banned by the 
State authorities of Santa Catharina. Ger- 
man Nazi activities go on unhindered. The 
Brazilian Federal authorities at Rio. whose 
attention was called a short while ago to 
Nazi activities in the south, were unable to 
deny them. They merely deplored them. 

In Porto Alegre, several German newspa- 
pers are published. The most important is 
the Deutches Volksblatt. On its venturing 
to criticise the religious persecutions in Ger- 
many, the Nazi agents in Brazil forbade 
Germans and German-Brazilians to read it 
or advertise in it, and its entry into Ger- 
many was prohibited. 

The extremes of Nazi activity in Brazil 
are strongly resented there. So frequent 
were the allusions in the local Brazilian 
press to the perfectly organized system of 
Nazi espionage existing in the south of 
Brazil that the press of Rio de Janciro re- 
ferred to it.

Details of Proposed Amendment 
For Non-Partisan Judges in State 


Under Plan of St. Louis Bar Committee, 
Governor Would Make Appointments From 
Lists Selected by Judicial Commissions. 


A summary of the provisions of a 
proposed Missouri constitutional 
amendment, presented to the St. 
Louis Bar Association last night by 
its Committee on Judicia] Selection 
and Tenure as the best means of 
removing the judiciary from poli- 
tics, follows: 

The amendment would eliminate 
nomination of judicial candidates at 
primary elections, substituting ap- 
pointments by the Governor from 
lists of nominees selected, without 
consideration of political affilia- 
tions, by judiciary commissions. 

After a specified period the ap- 
pointees would go before the voters 
on their records for election or re- 
jection. The question at the elec- 
tion would be simply, “Shall Judge 
So-and-so be retained in office?” 


After appointment or election, 
judges would be subject to recall at 
the will of the voters. 

The plan would be applied to the 
State Supreme Court and the three 
Courts of Appeals (in St. Louis, 
Kansag City and Springfield) but 
would be made optional] in the 38 
Circuit Courts and other courts of 
record, excepting County Courts. 


 — 


The optional provision was in- 
cluded because the committee felt 


that judicial elections in rural dis- 


tricts were more likely to reflect 
the intelligent will of voters with- 
out serious domination by party 
bosses and that need for reform 
was primarily in metropolitan 
areas. 
Supreme Court Nominations. 

Nominations for the Supreme 
Court and the Courts of Appeals 
would be made by a State Judiciary 
Commission of seven members, com- 
prising the Chief Justice of the Su- 
preme Court as chairman, and three 
lawyers and three laymen. One 
lawyer would be elected by attor- 
neys in each of the three Court of 


Appeals districts and one laymen 
from each of those districts would 
be appointed by the Governor. The 
six lawyers and laymen would serve 
for nine years, their terms to expire 
successively at three-year intervals. 

Members of the commission 
would serve without compensation, 
except for expenses, which would 
be paid by the State. None could 
hold public office or any official 
position in a political party. 

Then upon occurrence or immi- 
mency pf a vacancy on the bench 
the commission would submit a list 
of three nominees, chosen for abil- 
ity and character. The Governor 
might appoint one or reject all. In 
the latter event a new list of three 
would be submitted, from which the 
Governor would be required . to 
make an appointment. 

The appointee would hold office 
until the end of the year following 
the next general election after ex- 
piration of his first year in office. 
At the general election preceding 
expiration of his appointive term, 
he might run to succeed himself. 
If he did not run or was not ap- 
proved by the voters the procedure 
of nomination and appointment 
would be repeated. 

Name of an appointee running for 
election would be carried on a sepa- 
rate judicial ballot without party 
designation. If the candidate were 
approved by a majority of those 
voting on the judicial ballot, pro- 
vided such majority constituted at 
least 25 per cent of those voting at 
the general election, he would re 
main in office for 12 years. The 25 
per cent provision was included be- 
cause it was felt that otherwise a 
judge could be defeated by an or- 
ganized minority through the pos- 
sibility of lack of interest in a ju- 
dicial ballot.

The nominating commission, 
however, would be known as a 
Circuit Judiciary Commission and 
would comprise five members, in- 
cluding the presiding judge of the 
Court of Appeals of the district in 
which the circuit is situated, two 
lawyers of the circuit to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor and two 
laymen to be appointed by the 
judges of the Court of Appeals. The 
four lawyers and laymen would 
serve for eight years, in staggered 
terms, 

The process of nomination, ap- 
pointment and election would be 
the same as that for Appellate 
Judges, except that the Judge's re- 
tention in office through an elec- 
tion would be-for a term of six in- 
stead of 12 years. At the end of 
these terms the Judges might run 
again on their records. 

The question of recall of any 
Judge appointed or retained in of- 
fice might be presented at a gen- 
eral election on petition of 5 per 
cent of eligible voters. The name 
of the judge would be placed on a 
separate ballot and a majority vote, 
subject to the 25 per cent provision, 
would be necesary to remove him. 

Judges Barred From Campaign. 

As to the political campaigns, the 
proposed amendment provides that 
no Judge shall take any part in one 
or make any contribution to any 
political party or organization, di- 
rectly or indirectly. 

Under the amendment, retire- 
ment of Judges reaching the age of 
70 years would be compulsory. 
Judges would be eligible to retire 
after 25 years of service or if they 
were incapacitated while in office. 

Each retired Judge who had 
served 25 years would receive from 
the State a pension equal to his av- 
erage yearly salary. Retired Judges 
who had served less than 25 but 
more than six years would receive 
pensions of 4 per cent of their av- 
erage salary, multiplied by the num- 
ber of years of service. 

Power would be given the Su- 
preme Court to retire any Judge 
because of mental or physical disa- 
bility. A retired Judge might, with 
his consent, be‘assigned by the 
Chief Justice to temporary duty as 
commissioner of an Appellate Court 
or as Judge. of a Circuit Court.

BY POWER COMMISSION 


Must Show Why He Should 
Not Be Barred for Crit- 
icism of Board.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21. — The 
Federal Power Commission, inter- 
preting a statement by C. Edward 
Paxson, counsel for subsidiaries of 
the Associated Gas and Electric 
Co., as “an attempt to impugn the 
integrity of the commission,” cited 
him yesterday to show why he 
should not be barred from prac- 
tice before it. 

Clyde L. Seavey, vice-chairman of 


the commission, notified Paxson he 
has until Sept. 24 to explain why 
he should not be barred. 

The commission said that Pax- 
son, in a statement issued in New 
York concerning the withdrawal of 
seven officers and directors of the 
Associated Gas and Electric system, 
had been quoted as saying: 

“These men resigned from the po- 
sitions which they held because it 
was felt that the very considerable 
expense involved, legal and other- 
wise, as well as the loss of time 
of the individuals in attending the 
hearings which the Federal Power 
Commission had called, were not 
justified, when there was reason to 
believe that the decision of the com- 
mission would be adverse, regard- 
less of the merits of the: matter.” 

Seavey telegraphed Paxson that 
the statement, “if issued as report- 
ed, would constitute an attempt to 
impugn the integrity of the com- 
mission and does not conform to 
the standards of ethical conduct re- 
quired of practitioners before the 
commission.” 

Through Examiner Frank A. 
Hampton, the commission allowed 


the seven officers and directors of 


the Associated Gas and Electric 
system to withdraw their applica- 
tions to hold interlocking positions 
in interstate public utility compa- 
nies. 

R. S. Keebler, commission coun- 
sel, said he would have preferred 
that the hearing be held, but added 
the commission had no alternative 
but to allow withdrawal of the ap- 
plications. Those withdrawing their 
applications were: Fred S. Bur- 
troughs, Charles A. Dougherty, Eben 
Thomas Edmonds, Sanford J. Ma- 
gee, Ralph D. Jennison, Thomas W. 
Moffat and Martin J. O’Connell. 

The utility holding company act 
of 1935 provides that no person may 
hold office in more than one inter- 
state public utility without the com- 
mission’s consent. 


Characterizing the withdrawal of 
the applications as a “retreat un- 
der fire,” Keebler expressed belief 
that this procedure might be re- 
peated in the commission’s sched- 
uled inquiry into interlocking posi- 
tions in interstate utilities.

ABOLISHED BY PRESIDENT 


It Was Formed in 1933 to Co-ordi- 
nate Work of Federal Agencies 
and Advise Executive.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt abolished yester- 
day the Nationai Emergency Coun- 


cil, effective Dec. 31. The Council’s 
records, equipment and property 
will be transferred to the Budget 
Bureau. 

The Council was established by 
executive order of Mr. Roosevelt 
in November, 1933, and subsequently 
merged with the Industrial Emer- 
gency Council. 

Its functions were to provide “for 
the orderly presentation of business 
to the President,” co-ordination of 
the work of Federal agencies at 
the capital and in the field and 
to serve in an advisory capacity to 
the President. 

The Council was headed during 
much of its existence by Frank C. 
Walker, of Montana, former treas- 
urer of the Democratic National 
Committee.

The United Textile Workers is 
an industrial union. In this con- 
nection, Green remarked: 

“This (suspension) was a strik- 
ing instance of the efforts of the 
American Federation of Labor to 
promote industrial unions, even 
over the strenuous objections of a 
craft organization, when conditions 
warranted such a course.”

Answer: There is no rule against 
what you suggest; the only pos- 
sible objection would be the chance 
that the mother might not see her 
daughter when she comes up the 
aisle. On the other hand, this 
would depend on where the organ 
is placed, so that even this objec- 
tion may not exist. In any case, 
she could, of course, leave her place 
at the organ and stand near her 

daughter during the ceremony. 


Dear Mrs. Post: My fiance 
thinks that my name appearing on 
the wedding announcements should 
be written out in full. Now, Mrs, 
Post, I have never used my middle 
name except as represented by its 
initial, and I have always disliked 
it so intensely that you can undey- 
stand I’m sure why this is the one 
place I would not like to see it 
printed.
